The col- 
lapse came while the condemned man 
was alternately beseeching his coun- 
sel to have his body interred beside 
that of his mother in Virginia and 
hysterically raving over - the fancied 
persecution of the two guards form- 
Ing his. death watch. 
, Rlcheson learned definitely for- the 
first time yesterday that1 he mUsf die 
by electrocution. Through rthe day he 
bore himself with outward clamness. 
Little by little the import of the de- 
cision lie had heard began to impress 
Itself upon him. 


GIVES WAY 
XO EMOTIONS. • 


Some of those who entered the 
death chamber Imparted to the pris- 
oner the fact that his father did not 
care to have his body taken to' Vir- 
ginia, for burial. 
Rlcheson at once 


gave way to his emotions and' im- 
plored of his counsel, "William A. 
Morse, that arrangements be made so 
that he might lie beside his mother 
In the family plot. As the day wore 
on other Incidents occurred to dis- 
turb the condemned man. 


The discussion between Rlcheson, 
his counsel and spiritual advisers 
turned upon the-execution, and the 
prisoner begged both Prison; Chaplain 
Stebblns and the Rev. Herbert S.

Clubman Says That New York 


Widow Did Not Attempt to 


Commit Suicide 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 18.—The 
veil of mystery which surrounded the 
shooting of Mrs. C. Ottman of New 
York City in the Southmayde apart- 
ments, 901 Bush street, shortly be- 
fore 5 o'clock last night, was cleared 
this morning by George T. Fuller, 
secretary of W. P. Fuller &. Company, 
society and clubman, and admitted 
fiance of the injured woman. 
The 


fact that Detective Tom Burke was 
refused admittance to the apartment 
house and that the details of the 
shooting- were not revealed for three 
hours after the bullet was fired first 
led the police to suspect an attempt 
at suicide 
Moreover, Fuller himself was In- 


clined to be reticent and could rot be 
Interviewed by the authorities 
This 
morning, however, he consented to be 
Interviewed by a TRIBUNE repre- 
sentative and gave his version of the 
shooting'. 


ACCIDENTAL, HE SATS. 


"Mrs. Ottman and I were going to 


leave at 6 o'clock last night for my 
St. Helena ranch." he said. 
"I had 


a<sked her to please take her revolver 
along, as it had proved fruitful when 
we came upon jackrabbits in our 
walk and It was good to keep around. 
She always keeps it in her grip and 
she asked her nurse to give it to her 
so that she would be sure and not 
forget it. It is an automatic gun and 
difficult for even a man to handle. 
3he was removing the cartridges and 
:he last one stuck, and In some man- 
ner the revolver was discharged. 
I 


was Informed of the shooting almost 
Immediately and had Mr*. Ottman 
conveyed to the Adler sanatorium. 
She Is under the care of Dr. E. Rbc- 
ford and Dr. Emil Small. ' The phy- 
sicians had a consultation this morn- 
ng and her condition is critical. Al- 
though she spent a good night, she Is 
very dangerously wounded." 
"Is it true, as has been reported, 
.hat you and Mrs. Ottman were to 
lave been married In two weeks?"-he 
was asked. 


"No, that Is slightly exaggerated. 


The date was Indefinite; I should say 
four or five months off." 


WEDDING PJUANJfED. 


Fuller, while not admitting that an 


actual engagement existed, confessed 
.hat there had been an understanding 
ana that a wedding in the future had 
been practically planned. 


"I had only a. few words with Mrs. 
3ttman, as she was not allowed to 
:alk by the physicians," continued 
Fuller, "but in that brief moment she 
explained how the shooting occurred. 
[t could have been in no other way, 
as she was perfectly happy and con- 
tented and- enthusiastic about our 
trip." 


Mrs, Ottman is the widow of a 


well-to-do New Torker, but is her- 
self a native of the South. 
On this 
trip she has been here for eight 
months, spending- moat of the time 
at the Southmayde apartments. Fuller 
and she have made frequent trips to 
:he country and his intimates knew 
of his interest in the widow and had 
been apprised of the likelihood of a 
wedding. 


Circumstances tending to corrob- 
orate the statement of Fuller that 
Mrs. 
Ottman was accidentally shot 
were made by Mrs. Ottman's nurse, 
Miss Harper, and by Miss Hatchett,. 
Who had been in the apartments but 


few seconds before tha bullet was 


fired. About six weeks ago Mrs. Ott- 
•nan went under an operation and 
Miss Harper has been attending her 
since. 
Yesterday 
afternoon 
Miss 


Hatchett went to call on Miss Harper 
and it was' during her visit that Mrs. 
Ottman called for the revolver. 


Tho nurses became frightened at 


the manner in which she handled it 
and Miss Hatchett took the oppor- 
tunity of departing, the other nurse 
leaving the room to sea her out. The 
door had scarcely been cloned when 
:ho shot was heard. Rushing In, the 
nurses found Mrs. Ottmah-'staggering 
with the gun in her left hand. The 
shot entered the body just below the 
heart, penetrating the stomach and

dangerous wound.

flagrant type In William Hopkins of the Hoffman Cafe. 
Hopkins admits that he lived -with a woman who had been the pro- 
prietress of a house of ill repute, and asks whose business it Is whether he 
did or not.

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A Blow at the One-Man Decision. 


The Ohio Constitutional Convention rejected the recall of 


judges and the recall of judicial decisions, but it adopted a pro- 
vision that makes it impossible for ore man to decide a constitu- 
tional question. If the new organic law is ratified as framed 
there will be no more overriding of statutes by a four-to-three 
vftta. The concurrence of five of the six judges of the Supreme 
Ooart vnll be necessary to declare an act of the Legislature un 
constitutional. By this arrangement the veto power may b< 
vested in too small a minority, nevertheless the proposed change 
'fis in the right direction. 


The income tax provision of the Wilson law was declared un 


constitutional because one man—Justice George Shiras of Penn 
.sykania— changed his mind. Judge Shiras concurred in the first 
•decision which sustained the validity of the income tax, but he 
voted to grant a rehearing, and reversed himself and declared the 
tax to be unconstitutional. The court being equally, divided, it 
-was left to Judge Shiras to say whether the tax was constitu- 
tional or unconstitutional. He took both sides of the question, 
but his lasa swum voided the tax and deprived the government 
of a large item of revenue which it sorely needed. 


The public has had a bad taste in the mouth ever since. The 


decision was unpopular because it relieved the rich from the pay- 
ment of a tax that .every other civilized country jn the world im- 
poses. Moreover, the attendant circumstances Had a suspicious 
look. Thousands' of people have never been able to convince 
themselves that Judge Shiras acted from conscientious motives. 
For the remainder of the time he sat on the^ bench he was an 
object of popular distrust, arid when he resigned the public 
'breathed a great sigh of relief. 


There will always be dissatisfaction with decisions involving 


vital questions and the scope of legislative authority which are 
decided by a single vote in a bench of judges. Where the divis- 
ion is nearly equal, the weight of authority cannot lean very 
strongly one way. It ought not to be within the power of one 
man to change from one side to the otherjmd reverse the decis- 
ion of the cdu*t at his own sweet will, as Judge Shiras did. 


The pendulum may have swung too far in the other direction 


in Ohio, but it swings too far in the wrong direction now. But 
Ohio is singular in the respect that the Governor of that State 
is not vested with the veto power, and it may be that the re- 
straint put upon the judiciary will work no harm. At any rate, 
the provision under discussion seeks to curtail a power that has 
been flagrantly abused in the past, but not so frequently as one 
might think. 


The smallness of the vote cast for Woodrow Wilson is no sur- 


prise to THE TRIBUNE. Some weeks ago we pointed out that 
a vast majority of the Wilson boomers were Roosevelt men who 
had registered as Republicans two years ago to vote for Hiram 
Johnson. Many of them claimed to be Democrats, but they were 
registered as Republicans and voted for Roosevelt at the primary 
election. If Roosevelt fails to get the nomination they wanted 


" to vote for Wilson, who was supported mainly by the Populistic 


wing of the Democratic party that had gone over to the Republi- 
can insurgents in 1910. This element played Wilson for a back- 
stop-merely as a conditional second choice. But they -couldn't 
vote for him in the primary and would not vote for him against 
'Roosevelt at the general election. The Wilson campaign in Cali- 
fornia was an attempt of a band of deserters to control the action 
-at the Democratic party. 


"One thing that all Democrats admit is that it will be more 


fun beating Colonel Roosevelt in November than it will be ty> beat 
President Taft," remarks the Fresno Herald. Beating Roosevelt 
Will be a good deal like the experience of the member of a hunting 
p«rty who started out boasting that he intended to bring in a 
bear. Presently he came running into camp without hat or gun, 
a bear close at his heels, crying, "Get out of the way, boys; I've 
bimiffhtJiim in." Ths fun the Democrats will have will be in tak- 
ing^ to the woods while Roosevelt rages through their camp and 
•mashes everything in sight. 


The Death of Co/one/ Mima*. 


Stockton loses one of her most capable, useful and progressive 


citizens in Colonel John J.^Nunan, publisher of the Evening Mail, 
who pawed away a few days ago after a protracted illness. To- 
g«tner with E. L. Colnon and D. H. Berdine, Colonel Nunan 
founded the Stockton Mail about thirty-two years ago, and the 
day of his deatH was the business manager of the paper and 
largely directed its policy. Almost from the beginning the Mail 
was a success, and has grown in circulation and influence till it 
holds a high place in the journalism of California. It speedily 
broke out of parochial bounds and became noted for the pithy, 
, trenchant and independent way it had of discussing public ques- 
tions. Mr. Colnon was a strong man intellectually and a trained 
newspaper writer; he aimed to make the paper breezy and readable 
*nd succeeded to the extent that the Mail came to be one of the 
most frequently quoted journals published in interior of the State. 
It is popular and wields a potent influence in San Joaquin and the 
adjoining counties. The success of the Mail was largely due to 
the business cnjjscity of Colon-?! N"n»n, who took a prominent 
jpart in all movements for promoting the interests of Stockton. 
He helped to modernize Stockton and lift it out of the rut of old 
fogyism and narrow provincialism. His efforts and optimtistic 
spirit contributed in no small degree to the remarkable progress 
Stockton has made in recent years. His death is a loss to sane, 
honest and sound journalism as well as to his family, friends (of 
whom he had a great number) and the city which he strove to 
build up. 


William Jennings Bryan is beginning to think he is the only 


man who can save the country in the impending crisis. He is 
built that way.

The Presidential Outlook. 


On May 7th Taft had 493 votes to his credit, leaving him 47 


short of enough to give him the nomination on the first ballot. 
Since then he has captured the Montana, Nevada and Wyoming 
delegations, four from Tennessee and two from Alabama—an ag- 
gregate of 26 votes—bringing his total up to 529 delegates—11 
short of the number required to nominate. He can count on 
Utah's eight and will get Arkansas and a bunch of the Texas del- 
egates, enough to nominate. 


But Ohio is yet to declare her preference. If his native State 


should declare against Taft by a decisive vote the blow would 
jrobably be disastrous. 


It by no means implies the nomination of Roosevelt, but will 


sring out a strong demand for a compromise candidate. Justice 
Hughes is in everybody's mouth at the suggestion of a dark horse. 
Ele is the one man who is not involved in the factional and per- 
sonal quarrels which have torn and embittered the Republican 
party, and on whom all factions can unite in harmony. He is an 
able and clean man of high character and honorable record, and 
has an enviable national prominence. 


However, Hughes is averse to leaving the Supreme Bench to 


become a Presidential .candidate, and probably no attempt will 
be made to draft him if Taft wins a victory in Ohio. 


It turns out that nearly every member of the I. W. W. who

Huddled together waiting: tor their 


hearing; In Judge Ogden's Juvenile 
Court yesterday 
afternoon 
was a 


careworn woman and four little chil- 
dren. One was a bright-faced Infant 
and the others were aged 8, 4 and 3 
years- The children were neat and 
clean and 
rosy-cheeked 
They did 
not show the hardship depicted In the 
face of the mother, who told a tale 
of destitution and want. 
Mrs. Mary 
had become 


widowed two years ago In Mendoclno 
county and left alone -with her chil- 
dren. 
Believing she could make a 


living in the city, a relative paid her 
way to Oakland. 
Upon her arrival 
here she did not find it easy to ob- 
tain employment. Her children were 
young and the eldest 
was hardly 


capable of looking after the babe in 
arms. 
The predicament of Mrs. 
— 


and her children was brought to tli« 
notice of the Charity Organization 
Society of Berkeley, which was in- 
strumental In bringing the case be- 
fore the court for temporary relief. 
The mother of the children was will- 
ing to work and said she was strong 
and wanted to keep her babies and 
not give them up to the- aid society. 
She held her infant closely and de- 
clared she was willing to work.^but 
employment had been hard, to obtain 
under the 
circumstances. 
At the 
present time so many people leaving 
town for the summer made day's 
work scarce, she said.

A representative of the Berkeley 


society appealed to the court for 
temporary help until conditions im- 
proved for the unfortunate family. 
The court granted JG.25 a piece for 


the four children. In all $25 a month, 
for their support, until the mother 
is able to make a living. 


Through the alertness of an Oak- 


land policeman three juvenile offend- 
ers were captured and brought be- 
fore the court for theft and burglary.

BIG RETURNS ON THE MONEY INVESTED. 


SAA' FRANCISCO, May IS—With 


his own hands Charles Wesley Reed 
yesterday snapped the bonds of mat- 
rimony which since May 30, 1892, had 
bound him to Ethelyn Minnie "Watson 
Reed. The proceedings, which were 
held in Judge Thomas F. Graham's 
courtroom, occupied less 
than flve 


minutejs. 
~" Reed, acting In the double capacity 
of plaintiff and plaintiff's attorney, 
took a seat beside his honor, and, with 
his complaint in his hand, read off in 
a low voice tha few undisputed facts 
on which he based his charge of de- 
sertion against the wife. 
Then he 


called Miss B. Grady, his children's 
nurse, to the stand, and asked her a 
single question: 


"Did you ever hear Mrs. Reed say 
that she never intended again to live 
as the wife of this plaintiff?" 
"Yes," said the witness; "I've heard 
her say that over and over again. And 
tht last time she was at the house sh« 
saTd that she was not coming any 
more." 


That ended the ceremony of matri- 
monial dissolution, and Judge Graham 
entered an interlpcutory decree of di- 
vorce, giving- the custody of the flva 
children to the father, but allowing 
the mother to visit them whenever she 
saw fit. A12 property rights had long 
since been settled out of court. Reed's 
face was as expressionless during his 
conduct of his own case as that of a 
marble image. There was nothing to 
Indicate whether he was glad or sorry 
that he was presenting his wife with 
her long-sought freedom. And there 
was nothing in the proceedings to par- 
allel those dramatic scenes in Judge 
Cabanlss' court in May. 1910, when 
Mrs. Reed made her vain flght to at- 
tain the very liberty which' Is now pre- 
sented to her. 


Judge Cabanlss denied Mrs. Reed's 
petition for divorce May 28, 1910, and 
stated in his decision that It appeared 
that the wife and not the husband had 
been guilty of desertion in the legal 
sense. It wag alleged In the evidence 
that Mrs. Reed had been wont to pray 
to the ".dear devil." Reed added to the 
excitement by assaulting his wife's at- 
torney in court, 
But the feature of 
the case was the Introduction of Mrs. 
Reed's letters, which wore models of 
the literary expression of marital In- 
felicity. 
Reed still says that he i* willing to 
take his wife bnckj though he admits 
that th&y have been strangers since 
January, 1909, and that she has lived 
with her parents, 615 Buena Vista 
avenue, Berkeley, since October, 1909. 
Mrs. Reed's attitude Is summed up in 
her own expression: 
"How can a woman live with a man 
whose first greeting every day i* 'Good 
morning?' "

"THE GOAL OF THE CROSS" 


"And He ga\e to some, apostles; and some, prophfts; and some, 


evangelists; and some, pastors and touchers; for Uie perfecting of the 
saints, for the wort of the ministry, for tho edifying or the bodj of 
Christ: till we all come in the unity of the faith, and of tho knowledge 
of the Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto the measure of the stature 
of the fullness of Christ."—Epheslans 4::11-13. 


In order to any full measure of realization in 


our hearts and lives or the benoftcence and bles- 
sing that it was Intended that -we should realize by 
the helpfulness of the cross, it is necessary, first of 
all, that we should be able, In the midst of a vast—- 
an almost innumerable number of structural prin- 
ciples and appurtenances that are comprehended in 
religion as a whole—to sense very clearly, unmis- 
takably, what Snay be designated as its final goal— 
its far-reaching. Its underlying and overwhelming 
purpose. 


The tragedy of history has been the confusion 


of the secondary ai>d Inconsequential, with the pri- 
mary and essential; the emphasis and elaboration 
of the things what constitute, so to apeak, the mere 
frame of the portrait, while the things of real 
significance — the portrait itself — have been over- 
looked, dishonored, cast Into the -waste-basket. Re- 
ligious history is no exception to this rule.

ENTRANCE INTO FELLOWSHIP. 


According to Paul, In the declaration above; according: to Christ, 


In his wonderful summarization of the law and the prophets; accord- 
Ins to the general trend of all New Testament teachings, when taken 
as a whole, religion—real religion, religion with, the imprimatur of 
God upon it—Is entrance Into fellowship with the Almighty, partaking 
of the divine nature, manifesting In all the several relationships cf 
being, the characteristics of the Over Soul—the Dtvlne Father—namely, 
of gentleness, meekness, patience, faith, iove, etc. According to these 
declarations, whoever is lacking in these qualities, though he stand 
square-footed and web-footed and stalwart aa Gibraltar In all matters 
of .doctrinal nature, his bearing Is little less than a travesty and a 
burlesque. A phonograph may be made to Intone -with verbal accuracy 
and sonorous rhythm the marvelous phraslngs of the Ten Command- 
ments and the Lord's Prayer; It is hardly possible, however, that we 
should associate any thing of a moral significance with a mere mechani- 
cal device. So It is with the ordinances, appointments, and appur- 
tenances of the gospel. 
"WTiile in a sense they may be termed essential, 


yea, indispensable, as the implements of the farmer are indispensable 
for a successful tilling of the soil, we need,' however, to keep constantly 
before us as we push our investigations In regard to them, the other 
fact—that whatever of meaning or merit they may possess, it is all 
borrowed; that it comes from the central depths of spiritual motives 
and high intentions 


LOSnVG SIGHT OF REALITIES. 


This, however, we have not always been able to do. Thus, creeds 


and confessions of faith, transclent and evanescent records.of human 
inquiry after the absolute and eternal, have bullsed large in the horizon 
of religious consciousness, while the things of real significance have 
' often been lost eight of or drowned ih a world of Jangling- dissonance 
altogether. In the name of the merciful God men have had their eyes 
put out, th'elr spirits broken, their bodies beaten with flails. In the 
name of religion there have baen endless criticisms and agitations and 
persecutions. Men with a predilection for forma and ceremonies have 
stalked watonly through the world like rattling skeletons, unconscious 
of their spiritual nakedness, while in churches everywhere there seems 
to have thriven every spirit but that of patience and gentleness and 
sweetness and love—the spirit that lifts a man Into the bosom of the 
eternal, and that brings the bosom, of th« eternal to be wAth.men. 


What is nceded^by the groveling and the groaning; earth, with the 


scowling* cloud that hangs above1 it, •!« a newer and a deeper penetra- 
tion into Ihe worlS of spiritual verities, and the corresponding- surrender 
of life that all such view? carry with them. Then, and not until then, 
many of the scowling clouds of our dismay will be struck through with 
gold, our tears will cease, and the cry of the world's groaning be no 
more.

"I 
know my duty and ho evidently does 
not know his. The statement that the 
right of free speech has beetr-trampled 
upon IE false and Wclnstock could have 
found that out If ho had taken the trou- 
bie to mvoatigata. 


"Welnstock manifested from the very 
start that he was unfamiliar with his 
own duties. I consider his appointment 
and his mission to this city-an Insult 
to San Diego. Tha 
gentleman 
invited 


me to be present' at hie alleged Investi- 
gation which was crowded with men 
with whom I was then and still am en- 
gaged in prosecuting and which was con- 
ducted without any oath being admlnls- 
teied and at which Welnstock received 
statements which my investigation and 
knowledge of the matters referred to 
showed were without basis. 


"To my mind the whole movement 


was an attempt to create political capi- 
tal In favor of the governor of the state, 
•ji'no .\.>o aiiu is very t.vuCh '•••tcrc'ileri In 
advancing the candidacy of Theodore 
Roosevelt.
